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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed March 24, 2004 appear to be formal and are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method for improving the useful 
dynamic range of a radar including, inter alia, controlling a subsequent transmit 
waveform by the steps of, (a) comparing the first transmitted and first received signals 
by deconvolution to thereby generate a clutter kernel which is a representation of return 
clutter arising as a result of the first transmit waveform, (b) using the clutter kernel to 
predict the return which would be received from an alternate transmit waveform, and (c) 
comparing the variation in the clutter return between the first transmit waveform and the 
alternate transmit waveform to determine a succeeding waveform which should be used 
for a succeeding transmission. The prior art does show correction of the controlling 
subsequent transmitted waveforms varied in amplitude and phase in a radar system. 
However the present invention, as claimed, as functionally claimed, cannot be fairly 
rendered obvious by the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
